Rumple-Alvin- 11/4. 4 Pros- Times, News, Journal 
American, World Telegram & Sun- and 3 Cons- Herald Trib- 
une, Mirror and Post filed on new musical presented by Paula 
Stone and Michael Sloan. All 7 NY daily critics herald Eddie 
Foy and Gretchen Wyler but there was a vast difference of 
opinion on the quality of the book by Irving Philips, the music 
by Ernest G Schweikert and the lyrics by Frank Reardon, At- 
kinson, Times, didn't think much of musical but thought it did 
provide a good opportunity to enjoy Foy without interuption. 
Chapman, News, also approved Barbara Perry, as well as Foy, 
in what he billed as a charming, tasteful, handsome and gently 
nutty musical, McClain, Journal American, billed it as an un- 
pretentious yet professional musical in which the tunes were 
hummable. Trio of con votes filed because aisle-sitters ad- 
mitted they enjoyed Foy but found complete evening dull. Long 
on fantasy and short on jokes, summed Kerr, Herald Tribune. 
A. lacklustre musical, added Coleman, Mirror, A grave dis- 
appointment, noted Watts, Post. Journal American audience 
poll rated show 3 pros, no cons. 


Clerambard-Rooftop-2nd Av & Houston 11/7. 4 Pros- 
Times, News, Post, Journal American- and 2 Cons- Herald 
Tribune and World Telegram & Sun- filed on Kerz-Lesley- 
Thomson presentation of Marcel Ayme's comedy starring 
Claude Dauphin. Times and Post were raves. Thanks in 
large part to resilence of Dauphin's acting it turns out to be 
an extraordinarily amusing satire, one of the most stimulat- 
ing pranks of the season, cheers Atkinson, Times. Odd, sar- 
donic and entertaining comedy, a French "Harvey" with a 
generally excellent cast, noted Watts, Post. McClain, Jour- 
nal American, agreed with Post man that play was perfect 
Off Broadway fare. Cast exceptional and mounting first rate, 
he added. McHarry, News, thought play started slowly but 
ended in a stimulating evening. Con side panned heavy hand- 
ed script. A lead mine of conceits, very literal foolery in 
which the sets have more life than the play, panned Kerr, 
Herald Tribune, Aston, WTS, found it a thesis, tract, intellect- 
ual pushup, but not a drama. 


The Girl of the Golden West- Anderson-2nd Av & 
Houston- 11/5- 11/10. 2 Pros- Times and World Telegram- 
Sun- and 5 Cons- filed on Theatre Four revival of the 1905 
David Belasco script featuring Nancy Wickwire and dir- 
ected by Jerome Kilty. Times reviewer listed it as hokum 
and interesting mostly because of the charming performance 
by Wickwire. Otherwise reviewer not exactly sure why he 
enjoyed evening. Aston, WTS, filed a mild pro suggesting 
that the stylist way to enjoy the production is to go primed 
to laugh at a vehicle which was a real dinger in 1905. Dis- 
senters blamed script, direction and cast. Kerr, Herald 
Tribune, thought show would have been successful if dir- 
ector and cast had played it straight and not hoked it up. 
Chapman, News, doubted if script was old enough or awful 
enough to play straight, production needed some good old 
needle beer to go with it, Gilbert, Mirror, thought show 
might have been fun if burlesqued, but was worthless as 
satire. McClain, Journal American, joined Kerr, Herald 
Tribune, in finding the sets by John Boyt as best item. 

Not burlesque, not a masterpiece, summed Watts, Post. 


Treasure Island-Sullivan St Playhouse 11/10. 
Stage for Youth week- end matinee presentation of the 
first few chapter's of Stevenson's tale okayed as first 
rate children's theatre by Herridge, Post. Combination 
of songs, dance, dialogue present story in a way that 
gives color and variety without being arty.

Wise management is as important, or more so, than 
script and stars in picking a play for production, invest- 
ment syndicate heads told ''Drama Desk'' November meet- 
ing. Ed Spector, Theatre 200, Robert Wiener, 21 year old 
who invests for 100 small investors, Meyer Davis and 
John Gerstad and Ted Ritter of ''Theatre Interests Plans" 
agreed. They also agreed that chances of profit from in- 
vesting were dim, though Gerstad and Ritter believe their 
plan of spreading investments over many selected prod- 
uctions can increase the percentages. Davis pointed out 
that the average investor can get in all the flops and few 
of the hits, thus bringing the odds way down.

There is no evading the fundamental 
fact that the 1958 Brussels Fair will shape up as a com- 
petition between the East and the West, points out Taub- 
man, Times. Good as our representatives may be, they 
reflect too narrow a picture of our cultural standing 
today. Where is our theatre? The US Commisioner and 
the State Dept should be proclaiming our confidence in 
our performing arts and our readiness to accept any 
challenge. When the fair is under way and the Russians 
are getting the best notices, it will be too late.

She knows that TV is supposed to kill 
off comics but they run for 7 years before they are 
dead...No member of the overseas Porgy and Bess cast 
could get work in the first six months ths back in US, stage 
manager Jerry Laws told Post. Laws currently is 
selling autos. Less than 1% of the Negro actors in Equity 
can get theatre work... Kenneth Haigh, Look Back in 
Anger, learned to act he told McClain, Journal Amer- 
ican, by playing Shakespeare in the bloody provinces.

This week Gimbel's 
bought a 7 column display ad honoring the opening of Time 
Remembered , while a few weeks back Macy's went whole hog 
with a full page display ad for Romanoff and Juliet. Both plays 
were, of course, fully sold in advance and really don't need 
the extra paid publicity. Now that the stores know that the 
theatre exists let them splurge and devote a full page ad to a 
meaty show that isn't doing too well at the box-office.

An increased theatre arts program for the US at the 
1958 Brussels Worlds Fair is a necessity even though Congre 
didn't see it that way. It remains for individuals, wealthy an 
otherwise, and foundations to fill the void and present a repre 
sentative theatre arts program at the world conclave.
